Applicants 
gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 1-8 are allowable over the prior art. 

Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-8 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 5, and 63 of U.S. Patent No. 6,183,248 in view of 
Martz (U.S. Patent No. 4,793,803, herein after referred to as "Martz"). 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,183,248 in view of 
Bergersen (U.S. Patent No. 4,330,272, herein after referred to as "Bergersen"). 

A terminal disclaimer is being filed concurrently with this response to disclaim U.S. 
Patent No. 6,183,248. Applicants therefore request withdrawal of the double patenting rejections 
based on U.S. Patent No. 6,183,248. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-8 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,390,812 in view of Martz. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,390,812 in view of Bergersen. 

A terminal disclaimer is being filed concurrently with this response to disclaim U.S. 
Patent No. 6,390,812. Applicants therefore request withdrawal of the double patenting rejections 
based on U.S. Patent No. 6,390,812. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4-8 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,485,298 in view of Martz. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,485,298 in view of Bergersen. 
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A terminal disclaimer is being filed concurrently with this response to disclaim U.S. 
Patent No. 6,485,298. Applicants therefore request withdrawal of the double patenting rejections 
based on U.S. Patent No. 6,485,298.
